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Pricing For Profit 



To a great extent, the locksmith field has become a 
service industry. Of course locksmiths still move a lot of 
hard wane. However, you really are different than the 

lumber yard in that you provide the services needed to 
back up the merchandise you retail. Masterk eying, 
repairs, installation and combination changing are all 
services you offer. The local hardware store can't touch 
you there. 

Because service has become such an important com- 
modity to the locksmith it is critical that you price 
yourself properly. Are you charging enough for your 
services? Are you charging too muchV Only you can 
possibly answer these questions, It is not for me or 
anybody else to determine what your prices should be. 

Are you letting your competition tell you what to charge? 
Too many locksmiths base their prices on what the shop 
across town charges. They arc afraid to lose business if 
they are any higher. Customers who shop the Yellow 
Pages always seem to be looking for the cheapest deaL 
f But is the cheapest deal always the best deal?) 

If you just sat down one day and scribbled out a price list, 
you might just be cheating yourself. Also, you might not 
be pricing correctly if you simply copied all your 
competitor's prices, After all, do you want to trust your 
competitor to set your most important policy for you.' 

You should he pricing youi services for profit \1 his is not 
a charity game. Charge too little and it becomes hard to 
pay the bills and stay in business. Charge too much, 

however, and nobody will be willing to support your 
excessive profits. Customers then become difficult to 
keep. 

How can you determine whai you should be charging? 

Well, there are a few good ways. Start by realizing that 
your situation is totally different than any other lock- 
smith's. You have different overhead, different number 
of employees... different desires for a yearly profit. 

Rsamine your overhead expenses.., all of them. Use this 
information to help you determine your breakeven 
point. Anything additional to this amount of money is 
your profit. An accountant can help you formulate your 
prices based on your overhead and profit needs.

1989 issue, page 50 about itiasterkeving 
different brands of locks together, 

A* a professional locksmith I believe 
that die cast cylinders should not be 
master keyed at alt, or any locks with 
such poor tolerances due to manufac- 
turing, wear. etc. Also, t "tn against mix- 
ing various brands of locks together 
under one key, 

I'll let the nonprofessional key up or 
worse ytu master key any of these die 
cast cylinder locks. I'm a die hard and 
firmly believe in trying to adhere to 
manufacture's key cylinders, key blanks, 
etc., especially in a mastcrkcy system. 
In using quality locks in a masterkey 
s\ vicm I II have less problems with keys 



working, duplicating keys, and masier 
pins tilting and jamming due to worn 
wdrn pin chambers which get OUI of 
round, and no worry of interchange 
among keys, and locks, due to poor 
tolerances in die cast cylinders. 

An example could be slightly worn 
or even so me Lames brand new die cast 
cylinders in which IVe many times 
found that a key cut could vary one 
depth plus or minus difference and sti.ll 
work fine 

Now ] ask you, is this the work of a 
true professional? Could we warn a 
lawsuit against us for such keying 
procedures? There is enough loss of 
security in masterkeyed locksets let's 
not add to them. 

I would also like to know what the 
various lock manufacturers would have 
to say about these keying procedures, 
and mixing of different brands ol locks 
together, and what liabilities might he 
involved. 

I also wonder ii the locksmiths who 
use Ihese procedures would include 
locksets such as EZ Set, Moss, For- 
tress. Guardsman, etc., in their masier- 
key systems.

November's Best Tip 

Here is a Technitip that 1 hope 
will help a fellow locksmith if called 
on to open a McGunn hold-up safe 
with a time lock. 

These safes are delayed opening 
cash drop type containers. The sale 
dial acts to wind the timer mecha- 
nism. The combination is then 
worked and the operator must wail 
about 1 minutes before Lhe sale can 
be Opened. Alter the timer runs 



down, the door can be opened. The 
safe may have a red indicator light 
on the door to indicate that thE 
timer has timed out and the door 
can be opened. These safes will have 
the timer on the upper door. If the 
lock malfunctions, it is. impossible 
to open the safe except by penetra- 
tion. The following directions should 
make opening this container easy. 

Dimensions are taken from the 
edge of the door. To open the safe, 
drill a ft* hole 4 54* from the left edge 
of the door and 2V^ down from the 
lop edge (j I the door. Drill only 
through the door, The door is |^ w 
arm or p I ate p bu t not harde tied . Look 
into the hole and you will see a verti- 
cal bar with a small screw through 
the bar. Use an % " drill to drill out 
the s.mall screw. At this point an ice 
pick can be used to move the bolt 
bar to the right, opening the safe. 

Repair of the safe is easy if you 
were careful in removing the small 
machine screw. Simply replace the 
screw to restore the bolt mecha- 
nism. The timer is replaced with a 
new unit and the door is plugged in 
the usual manner. These safes are a 




maroon color that is easily matched 
with try Ion spray. This should be a 
very profitable opening if you are 
careful. 

If the safe is burglarized, the 
relockcr will be activated by driving 
the spindle. The re locker is a cable 
retained spring plunger. The relucker 
drill is shown in illustration one. 
Drill SW" left and VA" up from the 
bottom edge of the door. Fish the 
cable and retract the reloeker to free 
the door.

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This Technitip is a simple but effec- 
tive method for aligning the tailpieces 
and screw holes on locksets and dead* 
bolts when installing them Most times 
the light in halls and stairs is not suffi- 
dem 10 set inside a door to align ihe 
actuators of some double cylinder 
deadbolts locksets. My solution is to 
use a fiex light right in the hok, la light 
the inside of the lock and allow the 
actuators to be aligned and assembled 
correctly the first time. This speeds up 
the job by eliminating the need to 
remove the lock to reposition the actu- 
ators, because one or the other was not 
installed correctly. The light in the hole 
also simplifies installing the attachment 
screws in these low light situations,

The following is a Up that I have had 
success with in my business. Mr Sie- 
ve king's book, Wqftr Lock Reading 
mentions the use of slip gauges to mea- 
sure the depth and space of keys when 
making them by hand. This is a suptis- 
ingly simple and reasonably accurate 
method of making keys to dimension, 
but only a few of these gauges are 
commercially available; most must be 
made in the shop. 

] have redesigned the slip gauge to 
make it easy to fabricate. The tapered 
slot for measuring the depth of the cuts 
is too time consuming to II Ic by hand, 
so 1 changed the design as shown in 
illustration three. Cut the sheet metal 
to size* making the blank [ A' longer 
than the 2'/j" dimension. 1 his will

allow the edge of the tool to be bent up> 
forming a shoulder scop for the key 
space measurement. A 3 16" hole is 
drilled or punched in the blank, at the 
approximate position shown,, and ihe 
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tapered slot is made by cutting the 
blank with a pair of metal shears. The 
only hand file work necessary is to 
round the corner* and remove any 
sharp edge*. 

Calibrate the tool, using depth and 
space information from a code book or 
from The National Locksmith Depth 
and Spacing Book. Use a dial or vern- 
ier caliper to transfer trie dimensions to 
the new tool Set the caliper lo the 
desired depth dimension, then slide the 
1 1) side measuring ears (see it lust rat ion 
' 4 A) into the tapered slot, as you would 
a kcv. 




Mark the slip gauge with a sharp awl 
to indicate the correct depth. Mark the 
gauge at each depth given for the key. 
Use the hole depth gauge of the caliper 
{see iltuatration 4B$ta calibrate the slip 
gauge for the correct cut spacing. After 
marking the tool carefully, go over all 
the markings with an electric: engraving 
tool. Key and code information can 
also he engraved on the tool for 
convenience.

This Technitip is for a quick method 
of unlocking the Corbin Sesamrc and 
Master rescttable lour wheel combina- 
tion locks without destroying them 
with a bolt cutler. Though there arc a 
num ber of method s that "s hould " wo r k 
to open the lock and decode the com- 
bination, the manufacturer has over 
the years increased the security of these 
locks and made "feeling out the code" 
with a shim extremely difficult. This tip 
will allow you to remove the lock in just 
a few minutes without serious damage, 
and you can decode the Lock using any 
method you like in the comfort of your 
shop and at your convenience. 

Illustration five shows the locking 
method used on these locks. Two lock- 
ing dogs arc spring-loaded outward to 
engage the notches in the shackle. 
These locks, are "heel and toe" locking,

which means that both sides of the 
shackle are held in the lock body. The 
b lock ing bar separates the 1 ocking d ogs 
and prevenLs the shackle from being 
released. The small ears on the side of 
the blocking bar prevent the lock from 
being opened without first depressing 
the shackle, (Pulling on the shackle 
cannot place pressure on the locking 
wheels or mechanism.) 

To open this lock, drill a 1/16* or 
smaller hole in the top of the lock body 
as shown in illustration six. The hole 
should be centered between the shackle

Ford vehicles that I have been trying to 
find time to key alike Much like the 
cobblers shoes always being in need of 
repair, J never seem to get enough time 
to do the job. I finally solved the prob- 
lem without re keying the locks at all. 

I cut one side of a Ford blank to fit 
one vehicle and the other side to fit the 
second vehicle. The Ford locks only 
use one side of the key. They are 
double-sided only for convenience. 1 
notched the head of the key so that it 
would be easy to tell which way to 
insert the key for either vehicle. The 
same trick was applied to the door key, 
with equal result, [ now have a single 
pair of keys that will operate both vehi- 
cles and it only took the time necessary 
to duplicate a pair of keys.

The 10 cut 
systems allowed me to make a Ley, 
using only the first six cuts of the key, 
that would operate the door Lock but be 
restricted from operating the ignition 
lock. If the customer locks her keys in 
the car, she can use the spare key to let 
herself into the car,

Here's a tip thai will Likely be a 
money maker for the locksmiths and a 
loss for the Slim Jim artists in your 
area. The *8 7 Chevy Blazer with electric 
windows ha* a plastic window channel 
across the bottom of the side glass thai 
can become dislodged by the unsus- 
pecting non-professional as he tries to 
open the door. If the door is not 
wedged properly before the opening 
tooL is inserted* the channel will be 
pushed off the bottom of the glass. The 
tabs that cenier the channel will be 
forced down and pass to the outside of 
the glass, creating the problem. Every 



time the window is raised or lowered, 
the plastic channel will catch on the 
door handle mechanism and make a 
loud snap. 

By removing the inside trim panel, 
the problem can he easily repaired by 
replacing the channel over the edge of 
the glass, as you see in illustration 
eight The flexible strip is held in place

The La Gard 2200 key operated safe 
lock gave 1 his i mprcssion and wcai he ted 
the storm for quite some time prior to 
the success of the true locksmith 
artist— but ii caved in Do not for a 
moment think I'm trying to diminish 
the quality of this lock. I prefer to Ihink 
of it as exalting the ability and ingenuity 
of the locksmith, or in this case a safe 
mechanic. For those of you who aren^t 
familiar with the La Gard 2200 it's a 
safe lock, similar in construction to a 
combination-operated safe lock, but it

The order that the H L H handles wort 
is as follows {refer to illustration 5): 
The "L" handle on the end will function 
the hit labeled M C ." Begin your 
manipulation with that one because it 
moves the drive cam. While moving 
handle "C ~ listen and feel for the 
sound of the lever fence hitting the side 
of the drive cam gale. With the practice 
we discussed you should be able to rec- 
ognize a distinctive difference. 

When you have found the cam gate 
area, center the gate. This should be 
centered between the knocks you hear 
as ihe lever fence hits the right side of 
the gate and when it hits the left side of 
the gate. This setting will remain the 
same for either a right or left -handed 
lock. 1 1 is between four or five o'clock 
for the right- handed lock and about 
eleven o'clock for the left-handed lock, 

The next handle you work with 
should be the number four "L™ handle 
which controls the movement of the 
fourth wheel in the lock. This "L™ han- 
dle will have the most drag. On the 
right hand locks you will have to move 
the handle from one o'clock to six 
o'clock to find your gate. However, 
remember thai the 2200 has false gates 
around iis circumference and will 
generate other noises. You want to 
listen for the sound thai is somewhat 
different, It might not be the loudest, 
only different.

Because the keys are only made to 
rotate 1 80 degrees (one half turn) in the 
lock, you only have to worry about the 
five falie gales and one real gate This is 
why you only need to move the handles 
from one o'clock to six o'clock on the 
right-hand mounted locks. 

Park each handle where you feel and 
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hear the di&linctiveLy different sound 
You then repeat if necessary, with han- 
dles "4 M through "| ." Each time through 
you should belter hear and feel the real 
{gates in [he wheels. If the lock is 
mounted in any other position than 
right hand, you may have to use the 
handles front four o'clock to eight 
o'clock for vertical up p seven to eleven 
for left hand, etc. It is easy to tell the 
handing of the lock from the outside of 
the safe by looking into the key way or 
sliding in a blank, 

Once the lever has dropped, retract 
the lock bolt by using the M F handle, 
since it is the strongest bitting on the 
pick Once the safe door is opened, you 
can extend the boll via the " I " handle. 
Use the "C" handle to raise the fence 
out of the gates, then align all the bits 
with the key way ward, and carefully 
remove the picking tool. 

Remember: your prime objective is 
so he gentle, treating a customer's item 
with respect will enhance your rep* 
utatton as ajirst-class safe technician.

Alarm Lock makes a series of alarms 
in the Pilferguard series. [See 
photograph /.) Along with the alarm 1 
received a very good set of instructions, 
parts, and a template that is used 
(ei (he r one tide of it or t he o Lhe r) for all 
installation circumstances. {See 
photograph 2.) The instructions are 
clear and precise and I really had no 
problems except very minor ones with 
the installation. 

The PG20is a bask unit with several 
add-on options. It is operated with a 
key inside, and can be set up for outside 
key applications with the addition of a 
rim-type cylinder. The inside cylinder 
i s a J 14 * mo rti se cylinder (not s up plied) 
with a standard (not A/R) cam mounted 
as explained in the instructions. J will 
not go over a step-by-step installation, 
for it is very easy to follow the fully 
illustrated instructions, and the unit is 
easier to install than a dcadbolt lock, [t 
mounts on the surface of a door and 
has a magnet to activate the piercing 
alarm. 

A rim cylinder can be mounted on 
the outride of the door to allow access 
but there is no Locking or bolting of the 
door. This alarm tells you that Lhe door 
is opened when the alarm is on. That is 
all it does. 

There b no wiring, hut there is clipping 
of wires or jumpers to set up the 
different functions of alarm sequencing. 
(See photograph J.J The unit operates 
on a 9-volt battery and there is a low 
battery warning indicator. The alarm 
can be set for a 15 second entry. 1 exit 
grace period, and the siren can be 
programmed for continuous operation 
or auto-shut off after two minutes of

being activated. After the two minute 
warning, the alarm will reset auto- 
matically, 

The cover has four 8/32* phi Hips 
screwy two to a side. If someone tries 
to remove these screws, there is a 
Lam perp roof switch under the cover 
which will activate the alarm if the 
cover is removed when in the **on" 
petition, (See photograph 4.) 

Optional remote monitoring is also 
available by the addition of other 
magnetic contacts for nearby windows

and doors. One of the features that I 
like best about Lhe unit is its slim 
profile, It can be mounted on narrow 

stile aluminum doors as well as sliding 
glass doors at home or in the office. I 
think that this unit could h re ak into Lhe 
home market rather easily as. well as the 
small commercial market . 

There are some installation ob- 
servations that I would like to make; 
some good, and some not so good. 
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4. Activator switch at 9 o'clock 
3 o'clock. 

First, and foremost^ the instructions 
and the template for installing the unit 
are excellent and complete and easy-to- 
follow. There is even a special wrench 
included in the ntiiallatic-n kit which 
makes putting the mortise cylinder ill 
the alarm unit ;l snap. (See photograph 
J.) This wrench screws the notched 
bezel nut onto the cylinder with no 
problems. It is an excellent addition to 
the package, 

I had some problems with the knock- 
outs o n t he base of the unit, There are 6

knock-out plugs for the installation of 
the pillcrguard on the door. For narrow 
applications,, only two holes arc 
recommend e-d. For the average in- 
stallation,, four holes are shown. I had 
no trouble with two of the plugs^ but 
the other two proved rather trouble- 
some, and 1 bad to drill them out. They 
would not be moved with a hammer 
and punch. 

The other minor problem is with the 
installation of the magnetic contact. 
When installed on a steel frame, it docs

not work if it is installed as per template 
instructions. However the excellent 
instructions mention this and 1 will 
quote from them: 

Note: It is sometimes necessary on 
steel frame doors to install a non- 
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magnetic shim between the magnetic 
actuator and the frame. This is done 
to prevent the siccl frame from ab- 
sorbing the magnet's magnetic field, 
which could cause a constant or 
occasional false alarm condition. 
The shim should be H* * 2J£* « *&" 
thick non magnetic material such as 
plastic, bakelite. Or rubber, 
This is alright from a theoretical 
standpoint, but in fact, I would use a 
fcl wide-gap" magnetic activator instead 
of the one supplied. With the wide-gap 
magnet, the range of the magnet is 
widened to about 2*, instead of the ]£" 
of standard magnets. This will help in 
cold weather conditions, and hot 
conditions with the warping of doors, 
the shaking of winds, and any other 
natural phenomena that can cause false 
alarms by intermittent conditions. 

The way the switch inside the alarm 
is activated by the mortise cylinder is 
rather unique. The cylinder earn moves 
a large bar which is in turn connected 
to a piece of meiaJ with a hole in it. [See 
photograph 6.) It works, but there is 
not a positive w feeP to turning the 
mortise cylinder. There is no positive 
click or grabbing to indicate that the 
unit has been properly activated. You

can tesE the cylinder with the test switch 
inside, but from the outside, you would 
have to take it on faith that the alarm 
was activated. 
So, the whole story is template, 



install, and then choose the alarm 
options by clipping the appropriate 
wires and moving the proper switches. 
Easy installation, excellent results. ■

Many of us who didiTi pay close 
attention to learning our ABC's 
in grade school often have a difficult 
time with the alphabetic designations 
used by governmental agencies, clubs, 
groups, orga niza c ions, associatio n%, etc . 
foe identification purposes, There are 
so many o I them that one often needs a 
guide hook at hand to fully interpret an 



article or page of instructions. 

Lock companies participate in this 
letter designation contusion with an 
fcl A^t'or one company having an en Li rely 
different meaning. for another. The let- 
ter series used by Weiser to distinguish 
between standard duty t "A," and heavy 
duty "E," Jocksets is typical of the con- 
fusion that exists for me in 
identifying which is what. 

The physical appearance of an 
installed 4h A,™ from the outside, is 
almost identical to that of an installed 
"E"" and, if the door is locked, we have 
no way of knowing which we have 
encountered. (] will have to concede 
that an extremely well trained eye may 



delect a slight difference in the concave 

of the face of the knob, but I have a 
hard time seeing the knob, much less 
that slight difference.) If we are servicing 
a lockout due to a lost key it really 
doesn't make any difference which letter 
we are working on; the lock has to be 
picked open. 

1 remember well the firs I Weiser 
lockout Lhat 1 encountered. This was at 
a time when information was not freely 
shared among locksmiths, and I didn't 
know enough to share with anyone, 
anyway. After picking the plug several 
times 1 decided that the latch was defec- 
tivc or disconnected and then 
proceeded to attack the latch area of 
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the door and frame. Ill spare you the 
gory details, but 1 think. I received 
maybe six. or eight dollars for the call 
and it cost me $30 fur a carpenter to 
repair my handiwork. That was the 
point in my career when I decided to 
study, learn, ask and share. 

Many readers may recall a similar 
experience with Weiser but [hose new 
to our profession should learn early on 
that you can pick and turn a Weiser 
plug all day long hut it won't retract the 
latch unless the spring- loaded spindle 
is pushed into position. This requires 
the use of the "shim pick" (Weiser part 
tfl425) along with a turning wrench 
and pick. 

At the first movement of the plug, 
the shim pick is inserted deep into the 
keyway until it contacts the spring- 
ioaded end of the spindle. Push on the 
shim pick and turn the plug with the 
tension wrench which should retract 
the latch. If the latch does not retract, 
(he plug was turned too far or you 
didn't hold pressure oil (he shim pick 
while turning the plug. 

1 never did master the art oi juggling 
three lools and made my own pusher- 
turner from a discarded Falcon key. 
(See photograph I.) This can be used as

a tension wrench while picking or the 
plug can be picked in the usual manner 
(ever so slightly) and the modified key 
inserted and turned. Note that the head 
of the Falcon has been ground down to 
allow room for the pick to enter the 
keyway. This works for usl maybe it 
will work lor you. 

Anyway, we came here to make a key 
and now that the door is open the 
alphabet game starts in determining if 
we are working on an "A* 1 series or an 
"E m scries. Take a look at the location 
of the screws in the interior rose r If the 
screw headi are on each side of the 
knob, (horizontally) it is an "A" series. 
(See photograph 2.) If the screws are 
above and be low the knob, (-vertically)

it is an "E." (See photograph i.) Pretty 
easy, right? 

Now, lets look at the difference in the 
service procedures for the two designs. 
Generally, an "A "series cylinder can be 
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removed from the front of the exterior 
knob whiJe an "E 11 series must be disas- 
sembled for service or rckeying. (Note 
here that "generally'' means 
almost a] I, but there are exceptions If 
this is a storeroom or vestibule function 
the lock will have to be disassembled.) 

To remove the cylinder, pick, push 
and turn as outlined above but continue 
turning the plug until the top of the 
keyway is at approximately the four 
o 1 clock position on the circumference 
of the knob. (Sec photograph 4.) With 
your pick inserted into the keyway, pull 
against the pins and the face of the 
knob, along with the cylinder, will slide 
right out of the knob, (See photograph 
5.) The cylinder can now be dis- 
assembled for service. 

To service an *A m series that has 
been removed from the door and the 
operating key is available, pull on the 
locking spindle with one hand while 
inserting the key with the other. (See 
photograph 6.) Turn to the lour o'clock 
position and pull the cylinder and 
face plate will be in your hand for 
service, 

If an **A" series is off the door and 
the operating key is not available one 
can follow the same procedures as out- 
lined for an instilled lock. Pick the

plug s (ever so slightly) insert the shim 
pick or modified key blank, push, turn 
and remove. 

Some people prefer to place the 
lockset in a vise lor this procedure. This 
is accomplished by pulling the locking 
spindle to its extreme and clamping it 
in the vise. (See photograph ?,) With 
the lockset in this position the plug can 
be picked, turned to the four o'clock 
mark and the cylinder removed.

There h a considerable time difference 

involved in servicing ihese two models 
and this should be considered when 
making a price quotation. In the absence 
of known factors it may be best to 
agfume that an "E** is being serviced 
and quote accordingly. 

The disassembly of an "F" is rather 
straightforward- First remove the 
retaining clip from the latch spindle, 
(See photograph 10.) (This may be a 
Waldes ring or a "C" clip) Lift the 
return spring assembly off the spindle 
to reveal a large and a small Waldes 
ring Do not remove the small ring! 
[his can only create some reassembly 



problems. Remove the large riil£ h (see 
photograph II) and lift the rose, 
together with the locking assembly off 
che knob. The plug cap can now be seen

Although it is possible to remove (his 
cap through the use of a couple of long 
probes, the Wciser cylinder cap wo\ r 
part WE l416C(j™/>fttfJo#rap/r JJ), 
is essential for quick removal, Insert 
the tool into the knob spindle, unscrew 
the cap and remove the tool,. (Quite 
often the cap will remain on the the end 
of the tool.) 

With the cap removed a bar can be 
seen in the end of the plug, Not* the 
position of this bar. It is crosswise to 
ehe pins and must be replaced in the 
same position when reassembling. A 
notch in the end of the locking spindle 
fits over this bar and activates the lock- 
ing mechanism when the plug is turned, 
V ou m ay enco unter o ne of two types of 
bars. (See photograph 14.) Note that 
one has a small Lab on both ends, the 
other has a tab on one end. The posi- 
tion of these tabs is critical when 
reassembling. 

With the cap removed, turn the plug 
with the operating key or by picking. 
insert a follower ( a long follower is 
desirable but not essential) and follow 
the plug out of the cylinder (and knob) 
for whatever service is desired . If ail the 
components have been laid out in order

of removal, reassembly is pretty much 

the reverse of disassembly. Insert the 
plug into the cylinder and turn to the 
locked position. Now, using a long 
tweezer, place the small bar into the 
slots in the end of the plug, The bar 
must be crosswise to the pins and [he 
little tabs down or towards the front of 
the knob. Ff the bar has only one tab it 
should be on the side opposite the cap 
retaining pin. 

Next, place the cap on the end of the 
cap tool and screw the cap onto the 
plug. Bring it up tight and then back off 
just asmidgen, Insert the key and check 
for free turning of the plug and removal 
of the key. Cap adjustments can be 
made as required. Getting all of this 
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back together can be a bit frustrating, 

but it is easy if you just line everything 
up properly, 

There are slots in the Dclrin bearing 
on the knob spindle which must be 
aligned with the slots in the end of the 
spindle. Place the rose and locking 
mechanism on the knob. This requires 
perfect alignment of the Delrin spacer 
and the cross bar of the locking 
assembly with the slot in the end of the 
locking spindle engaging the bar in the 
end of the plug. A bit ofjigglingmay be 
necessary at this point but when 
everything is properly aligned the 
assembly will fall into place and the 
retaining ring groove in the end of the 
knob spindle will be clearly visible. Do 
not attempt lo replace the large Waldes 
ring until you can see this groove; it just 
wont work that way. Place the return 
spring assembly on the latch spindle. 
Replace the retaining ring (clip) and 
the job is complete. 

As we have mentioned h there is a big 
time difference in servicing an "A" and 
an "E" and a word to the wise can be a 
dollar in the pocket. It should be noted 
here that Weiser has discontinued the 
*T" series, but [here are still a lot of 
them out there just waiting to trap you. 
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Computerizing The Locksmith 



"What if 1 told you that it was possible to add S ! ,800 to your checking account within 60 d ays of 
being up and running on your new computer system?"

When one wanders through small 
businesses, it doesn't take long to 
realize that about eight out often busi- 
nesses are using computers. Computer 
printed signs trumpet "Summer 
Houra, "computer printed coupons are 
on the front counters and when you get 
your bilk it is computer generated. 

On the other hand, there is the busi- 
ness world of the professional lock- 
smith. Less than one-third of the 
approximately [ 8,000 lock shops in the 
United States are computerized. 1 
spoke recently with a major distributor 
of locks mi thing software and their 
estimate was less than 10 percent of the 
locksmiths in the Midwest are 
computerized. 

This is a surprising percentage, espe- 
cially when the computerized business 
is the professional, growing and 
"seriously seekingcaslTbusiness, Does 
this mean thai the professional lock- 
smith is not a serious business person, 
o r i s not ser iou sly seeking t ash? I d oubt 
that. 

It is my belief that until locksmiths 
can see the dollar value of computeriz- 
ing their store, they will put it off 
forever. What if I told you that it was 
possible to add $ 1,800 to your checking 
account within 60 days of being "up 
and running" on a computer? How 
many businesses would jump at the 
chance to put an extra $800 in their 
checking account by the end of the 
month? Well, about eight out of ten 
small businesses in the United States 
are doing just that. 

The challenge for you as a locksmith 
is deciding how valuable your time is, 
Do you want to spend your time selling 
and goi ng on more service calls? So just 
how smart is it then to continue work- 
ing on manual books, writing, long 
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tedious grand masterkey systems, look- 
ing up old invoices lo answer questions, 
and having keyboard "witchhunts* for 
lookalike k*y blanks? Lock shops that 
want to grow faster and make more 
money than their competitors are 
going to be hardpressed to do any of 
this without first computerizing. In 
short, the computerized lock shop has 
the competitive edge. 

In order to know in "dollars and 
cents" what that competitive edge is 
worth to you, T am going to list about 
nine items that will definitely change 
your profit picture as you computerize. 
Note the dollar values as they apply to 
your business. Please note that of the 9 
advantages I will be listing, six of them 
relate directly to accounts receivable 
(AR), accounts payable (AP), payroll 
and inventory. 

Manual Bookkeeping vs, Computer- 
ized Bookkeeping* The time it takes 
you to do your A; R> A/P and payroll 
will be cut to one-third. To come up 
with the doliar value savings in your 
lock shop, decide how much time you 
currently spend on your manual books 
during a one month period, what the 
dollar value of one hour of that time is, 
and then divide that final figure by 
three. The difference between the two is 
your savings per month. If you spend 
3Q hours a month on your books and 
your time is worth £ 1 5 per hour, you 
will see a S300 a month savings or an 
extra 20 hours of your time. 

Improved Cash How. Within 60- 
day s of sending out computer printed 
statements your A/R will drop by 
about 12.5 percent. Why? Multiply 
your accounts receivable by 12,5%, 
How much more money will you get in 
the bank once you computerize? If 
your receivables are about $8,000 you 
can expect them to drop to $7,000. The 
less to collect every month means the 
more in the bank. By the way, I think 
this is the best reason there is for 



computerizing. 

Fewer Bad Debts. Because of the 

"Aged Receivable" report that can be 
generated any day of the month, you 
will he really on top of any invoices not 
paid in 30-days. 1 estimate the value 
of fewer bad debts to be about S50 a 
month for every $ 8,000 in receivables. 
You must determine your own figure, 
But remember, your bad debts will go 
down, Catch a ll deadbeat" before they 
have a chance to charge more. 

Mith Error i, Manual books always 
present the possibility of math errors. 

You typically add up your receivables 
by hand and then take off payments by 
hand and after about 200 entries in one 
month, the chances of adding or sub- 
tracting wrong just once are pretty 
good. I figure math errors to be worth 
150 a month simply because you do not 
have to add or subtract (saving time 
again too.) 

The Professional Look. What is the 
dollar value of sending out a profes- 
sional looking statement 1 .' Locksmiths 
have a lot of what 1 call "one-time" 
accounts. You rekey the doors to 
someone's new office. You know you 
may not do work for them again for 
two or three years. Ln my Experience as 
a full-charge bookkeeper I always 
found that management dragged their 
feet paying those 4b one-time" bills, 
especially if they are not computer 
generated. A dated invoice attached to 
a computerised statement has the best 
chance of being paid within 30-days. 

With all this time you are saving, you 
will be surprised how you begin to 
think in terms of advertising, printing 
price lists,, and counter coupons. AH 
that is required is an inexpensive gra- 
phic arts program, To both the professional 
look and improved advertising I say 
your business will grow five percent 
faster that it is now. If your gross sales 
are $100,000 a year that would be 
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worth about 5416 a month. 

Ytiu take control of your inventory 

and have plenty of time to search for 
the best buy. The initial computerized 
inventory that Locksmiths should aim 
for arc their 100 or 150 items in the 
store that move the fastest, such as 
mortise cylinders, kno blocks, or dead- 
bolts. L say this bceause setting up 
inventory on a computer and Learning 
to deal with it even on a weekly basis is 
not easy. The main idea is to streamline 
and control it, not list it to death. I 
would not include any small parts. 
They can be visually inventoried- You 
will find it much easier to place orders 
because you know the exact number of 
items sold. 1 am not putting a dollar 
value on this since inventory changes 
are usualkd noted on the books once 
every year, I also feel that if there 
wasn't any dollar value change, the 
items on the shelf after one year would 
be moving with a faster cash turnover 
than before. 

Don 1 ! Waste lime Writing Master- 
key Systems, '['here is software out 
there made especially for locksmiths. 



Even the swiftest locksmith who man- 
ually writes a grand mastcrkcy system 
with only two master keys and 50 
changes per master in twenty minutes 
will find thai the computer will do it 
within 5-minutes including printing. 
HPCSolt, a software I am familiar 
with, will then proceed to List your pin- 
ning for you and tell you the total 
number of pins, yuu will need lor each 
job. That, 1 would think is worth $30 of 
your time each month P 

Now for the last item: finding "hard- 
to-find** keyblanks on the keyboard. 
We all know "LI" written on a key- 
blank means we are Looking for a 
,H Lock wood" key blank, but what docs 
"HL25** mean? On a computer, items" 
like this are put into a data base organi- 
sation. That means that you can gener- 
ally type in "HL25 M and it will search 
all CO L u m ns of in fo rm at ion (in this ease 
manufacturers) for that code. Also, 
you can us uaLl y e n Ler " H I .."??" a nd i t wi U 
search for anything with "HL" and 
show it to you within 3 or 4 seconds. ] 
say t his fe at ure is wort h 1 20 i n ti me and 
frustration per month, 

If you add up all the dollars you save 
that first month of being computerized 



in a business that grosses about 
$100,000 a year with an A/R of about 
Stt.GtiO and couple of other software 
programs it comes up to: S 1 .866 in dol- 
lar value savings. 

Fach month after the first you 
should see about $866 a month (after 
your initial cash How drop), Now ( I bet 
you can see why so many businesses are 
running out and buying computers. 

There is no question in my mind that 
every lock shop in this country should 
be computerized. And now, maybe you 
can sec in plain old "dollars and good 
sense'' why 1 say Ehat. The real hidden 
asset of using a computer in your lock 
shop is the way you learn to budget 
your time toward the money-making 
projects, and spend as little time ;is 
possible on ri on profitable ventures. ■

A: Remember, we til] had to start 
somewhere. l-'irsLol'all, there is no such 
thing as a Sargc n t & G reen 1 e af safe , N o 
wonder you could not find il in any of 
your manuals. S&G is the name of the 
lock, not the safe. In principal, it is the 



same S&G Lock used today, and works 
the iame way, with the last turn being 
to the right-stop position. These locks 
were very well made* and sometimes 
are harder to manipulate than newer 
versions.. 

The reason for Lhc 20 number gap on 
the dial is simple to explain. The Lock- 
makcrs of the early 19th century did 
not want anyone to put the last number 
of the combination in the forbidden 
(twilight) zone, which occurs even today 
between 0-2(1 if the lock ii correctly 
handed. What you have to do, when 
manipulating, is to use a fine line 
marker or a scratch-all to mark your 
contact readings on the clear gap area 
of the dial, Take your readings Iron 
this area, and when they narrow, you 
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will know than you have picked up a 
number. 

Finally, since the dial is probably 
pinned to the spindle, do not try to pull 
the dial. For drilling, you will have to 
drill through the dial ring, or outside of 
it, angling in to the lock case. Depend- 
ing on the thickness of the door s the 
angle of d ri 11 i ng wi 11 have to be adj ustcd 
accordingly. Drill somewhere where 
you will not injure any of the lock 
mechanism, because parts I'm [his old 
of a lock arc not easy to come by. In 
fact the lock case is probably of a dif- 
ferent size than those used Loday. The 
lock can be either a three or four wheel 
variety. Did you count your wheels 
before trying to manipulate'.' You might 
benefit by our book called Manipula- 
tion. It is designed to teach you this 
worthy skill. Good luck. 07

These locks, as other Pundra locks 
of this type s use the Y-l 1 key blank. In 
this code the E is a no-cut. In other 
words there will be no cut at this point. 
The three cut is half of the five cut and 
is the same as the standard Pundra 101 
to 330 code. As you have noticed there 
is no code for R 191 or R-200code. I 
put this code together by reading a ser- 
ies, of keys that a customer of mine had 
up on a pegboard. It was one swell 
Friday afternoon. He told me that de- 
spite the huge number of desks and 
cabinets he owned with this, code, he 
never had an R-197 or R^200 or any- 
thing higher than R-200. 

J ean L t guarantee the accuracy of 
these codes because of the way I 
obtained them and human error, but I 
have used them steadily for about four 
years and T haven \ hit a bad one yet. ] 
am quite sure it is dead on. If anyone 
out there can figure out any logical 
sequence for thse cuts and therefore 
determine R-197 for me \ would like to 
hear from you or perhaps someone out 
there has stumbled onto anTft-197 lock 
and can decode it for me. If I was really 
desperate J could order a key from the 
manufacturer and see what happens 
but 1 douht that ] would get a response. 

Getting back to that 101-330 code 
mentioned in the reply to Mr Dierker's 
letter^ there are a few codes buried in 
this code as well. The Herman Miller 
Furniture Company was using a Pun- 
dra code for a while that went HM-l h 
HM-2 etc. The HM-1 would be equal 
to a 201 and the HM-2 would be equal 
to a 20 2 and so om This also applied to 
the Storwal International lock code 
where the code 6-1 would be 201 and 
the 6-2 would be 202 etc. The All-Steel 



locks had a code of PI 01 to P330 and 
these numbers were identical to the 
standard 101 to 330 code. The Cole 
Furniture Company for a while was 

using a code of 5001, 5002 etc. These 
codes translated to 20 1 , 202 and so on. 

Every once in a while you will find a 
lock with nhc preface "W."Thifl Pundra 
code is a variation on the standard 101- 
330 code. You just have to subtract 300 
from the code. In other words W-555 is 
equal lo the standard 255 and W-401 is 
the same as 101. 

J hope thse codes are of use to Mr, 
Dicrker and anyone else who has run 
into these locks. 

Now in return I would like anyone 
out there with the codes for L & Flocks 
(1 believe it stands for Leo wens and 
Parrel! or something like that) from 
England 1 would like to hear from you. 
They are not hard to impression but the 
convenience of he i rig able to cut from 
code saves time and wear and tear on 
the lock itself,

Q: There was a man with a Rolls 
Royce thai had his key stolen and he 
wanted me to make him a new key. ft 
took a 62 HG blank and he sent to Dal- 
las, Texas for ihe blank. 

I took that glove box lock out since 
he said ii was the same OJ the ignition 
lock, ft was very simple to take apart, ft 
was in a square box like a desk lock, 
and put together with two screwy on 
the outside and one on the inside, fgut 
it apart but f eouldn l i shim or pick one 
pin. Can you tell me haw {a get ii apart? 
feouidn 'tget a shim past the first pin in 
the back, ft is a pin tumbler lock. 

We called the Rolls Royce people in 
Dallas, Texas for help and they said the 
blanks were all they sold. They could 
not eut us a key and they did not have 
any codes available from the manufac- 
turer or in my code hooks. Can you tell 
me why f can't get the lock apart? Is 
there any way to get it apart? 

The man was quite upset hecause he 
eouldn 'r ^--r anyone to eut him a key. I 
told him I could eut one iff could get it 
apart, ft is a Yale lock and the key is 
marked Yale. 

Juanita Ramsey-

A: Well, Juanita, 1 guess that maybe L 
would be just a hit upset also if 1 had a 
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Rolls and couldn't get a key made. 
First, 1 think maybe you could have 
impressioned the key and gotten the 
man oil his way. Second, are you posi- 
tive that you are coming in contact wilh 
the last pin? There is a groove and boss 
in some of the RR locks, near the front, 
that you may he contacting, T have not 
disassembled this lock since the occa- 
sion to do so has never arisen. This is a 
good opportunity for you to practice 
your impressioning ski Us. 

But the ear docs use a Yale 5-pin 
tumbler lock. They use a key profile 
specific to Rolls Koyce. Popular key^ 
ways are: 62HC,62H3,62HD,fi2HA, 
and X2K. 

II' you own code books from The 
National Locksmith, you could call 
our code hotline for help with the 
codes. Chances are they could tell you 
the procedure to determine the correct 
code 03.

Q. On October 2X. I98ft r I was catted 

to open a Chrysler l.e Baron converti- 
ble. The keys were laying on the seat, so 
1 could not see the door ke y to cut a key 
by looking at the correct cuts and 
transferring them to a new blank- 

I have a loot which calls for me to go 
for the door latch hook and pull it up. I 
fished around quite a while and could 
not find anything to pull that would 
open the door. I was short on time, so I 
got the VI N number and gave it to the 
lady and asked her to call the Chrysler 
dealer for a code number and f would 
cut a key by code for her. By the way, 
this was a 198? Chrysler, 

The lady came fo the shop later that 
afternoon and said thai she had called 
the Chrysler deafer and they sent out a 
person called a " Valet Man. "He zapped 
that door open in 30 seconds. Now, 
thai is all that guy does is to open 
Chrysler products". She said that he 
used something like a ruler and went 
into ihe window and hit the hack of the 
lock. What can you tell me about this 
procedure? 

llarrald's Mobil Locksmith

A: As the saying goes, there is more 
than one way to sk in a cat, and to open 
a Chrysler. I am amazed by the pha- 
lanx of tools, systems, and techniques 
that arc used to open today's modern 
cars. My first suggestion is that you 
might not have used your lool cor- 
rectly. In addition to any ear opening 
roi i]h i n use lod av, an inspection light is 
required along with the use of a win- 
dow wedge. 

I use aflat Slim- Jim tool that works 
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on almost 90 percent of all Chryslers. II' 

you had used an inspection light after 
wedging open the door, you would 
have seen a rod attached to (he back of 
the Chrysler door cylinder that is very 
close to the edge of the door and in fact 
follows the edge of the door configura- 
tion. Also with the light, you could 
have hooked this, rod as it attached lo 
the back of the door cylinder > and with 
a simple lifting, the door would have 
unlocked. You could have lifted it with 
your Slim -Jim. a simple bent piece of 
Still wire, or almost anything else thai 
would fit in the door area created by 
the wedge. 

The other method of attack h to go 
to the mechanism at the front of the 
door, and again, with a piece of metal 
with a bend in it, move the belicrank 
which would have opened the door 
quickly also. This is what the valet man 
did, according to your drawings. 

In conclusion, do not panic. Out of 

all things that Locksmiths do, I find car 

opening the easiest, fastest, and the 

most profitable. Look into the door 

with a light, look at the linkages, and 

move them accordingly. There are no 

secrets with the light, just profits. By 

the way, a VIN number will not get you 

a code. 0?

Q-' I recently bought several old mor- 
tise locks from another customer, / 
would appreciate any information art 
the approximate value mdage of these 
units. I have three styles. Alt units are 
from an old schooihause, and are Bell- 
eville locks. 

The first style is the bigger one in 
photograph one, There are three types 
of lever hit lucks, bronze in finish. h 
however, have one which appears to be 
chrome p/aied over bronze. On (he 
inside of the lock, engraved in the ease, 
is the number 791 Vi M. On the top of 
the units on the brass are "F" num- 
bers: V$7, V60. V 6$, and V 82,

style, with engraving* barely legible, on 
the inside of the case. ft is M $$1. The 
deadboh has. engraved on it 89 1 fa.

The i hird style is a latch mt h"N09" 
imprinted on the case. 

A it these units are in excellent oper- 
ating condition. The heks came with 
bronze plates and handles, $nd several 
old keys.

A: Gillcs, I suppose there are close to 
fifty million pound * of bit key mortise 
locks that have been scrapped through 
the years and apparently very few peo- 
ple have an interest in them as collec- 
tor's items due to the b j Lk and weight. 
A few people do have collections of 
knobs and escutcheons. The Antique 
Dooknob to] lectors of America boasts 
membership of more than 200, and key 
collectors abound by Lhc thousands. 

The on ly co mp I ete mo rtise Loc k s t h at 
we have seen in a collection are those of 
highly ornate design that border on 
works of an rather than door hard- 
ware. From your description and pho- 
tographs it would appear that your 
knobs and escutcheon are stamped 
rather than cast which would p]acc 
them in this century and give them a 
value of almost zero, My guess is that 
they were produced after 1920. 

We have done a considerable amount 
of research for the name "Belle vi1le H 
and do not find it in any of the U.S. 
catalogs of the late I BOO 1 * and early 
L900Y 1 would suspect that the numbers 
791 [^, ete r are case part numbers that 
refer to the function of the lock and 
that the V numbers could be the loca- 
tion or keying. 

The piece with the chrome face plate 
appears to be identical to the other 
latch, dead bolt function, however the 
depth of field in your photo leaves a bit 
(tha^s a pun) to be desired. It is possi- 
ble that these locks were made by a 
Canadian or English firm for which we 
have no research materials available. 

If you have a real interest in mortise 

locks and antique door hardware I 

suggest that you contact Dorothy Ann

until you can form a mental picture of 
how the tool is used to defeat the lock- 
ing system. 

On the next page you. will find a ser- 
ies of actual photographs of the inside 
of the Comiche's door. A quick glance 
at this page and you should be ready to 
unlock the door, (See illustration 4.) 

Start by placing a wedge (or two 
wedges if you have an extra) between 
[he weaihcr-st ripping and the glass. 
This will make it easier to insert the 
tool and protect the door, 

Following the instruct ions , you'll 
now insert the yellow handle tool into 
the door with the lip of the tool pointing 
towards the rear of the ear. Watching 
the rear door handle inside the car for 
movement, you will use the tip of the 
tool to hook the lock linkage just 
behind the rear inner door handle. 
Once you have accomplished this, move 
the lock rod towards the front of the 
ear and the door will be unlocked. 

With practice, this entire procedure 
Only lakes a couple of minutes. What 
makes this system so simple is the use 
of tools that are specifically designed 
for the type of door linkages you are 
trying to defeat. Once again, use the 
correct tool and you'll get the job done 
right, ■
